Mr. Hutchins, a ranger of Yellow¬ 
stone National Park, has been listen¬ 
ing to the music of the birds and 
studying their habits since he was a 
boy of six. For thirty years he has 
been presenting his nature programs 
to American nature lovers. Charles 
Bowman Hutchins gave to the world 
a new musical art (ornithic singing.) 
He is able to make entertaining the 
scientific facts and valuable lessons 
from nature. 

No other American naturalist has 
been able to master the several dif¬ 
ferent arts, sing the dificult bird 
songs, paint the authentic bird pic¬ 
tures . and impart the knowledge of 
natural history in a manner to com¬ 
pare with that of the Bird Man.

ENGINEERS STILL 
FOOTBALL CHAMPS 
OF ANNUAL CLASSIC 


SEE-SAW GAME 


BLACK-EYES DOT 
APACHE CAMPUS 


The annual football classic between 
the Engineers and Lawyers was play¬ 
ed Tuesday evening in Lion Stadium. 
After sixty minutes of rough and 
tough football, the engineering boys 
were again crowned champions of 
Apacheland. The score, 7-6, also gives 
a good indication of how close the 
game actually was. Neither team had 
a real advantage and the fact that the 
slip-stick boys eked out a one-point 
margin was due to the place-kicking 
of Louise Barron, former Tyler Hi 
convertion expert. 

The Engineers scored in the first 
four minutes after Perdue blocked an 
attempted fourth-down kick by Mur¬ 
phy. The engineers took the ball on 
the lawyer SO and after an incom- 
pleted pass on the goal-line to Joyce, 
Perdue faded back and fired a thirty- 
yard pass to Joyce who jmlled it in 
on the ten 

After two line plays by “Joyce 
Perdue, Bill Turk, the Hallettsville 
flash, scored from the two yard line 
on a short line buck. 

During the second and third quar¬ 
ters, the play was quite evenly match¬ 
ed with the Engineers attempting to 
hold their lead and the law boys 
doing what little ground-gaining was 
made. Murphy and Tucker led a 
spirited offense during these two 
quarters and the momentum of this 
drive carried them to their touchdown 
in the last quarter. 

After a fifteen-yard penalty for 
roughness had carried the Lawyers 
to the twenty-five and several line 
plays and failed, Murphey threw the 
touchdown pass to Bikes in the end 
zone. 

On a fake kick, Tucker attempted 
to buck the line for the extra point, 
but was about two yards short as the 
entire defense of the Engineers con¬ 
centrated at the center of the line. 
Tucker, fleet engineer halfback, was 
injured on the play and was replaced 
by Reneau. The Lawyers threatened 
till the end of the game, but never 
came close to scoring. 

Highlight of the game was when 
Peacock took out three Lawyer block¬ 
ers and threw the ball carrier into 
the clear for a clean tackle by the 
secondary. 

A moral victory was won by the 
Judges, who are quite elated over 
holding the slip-stick boys to a one- 
point margin. The closeness of the 
game was entirely unexpected. 

The line play was hard and fast and 
some of the boys had quite a time, es¬ 
pecially Dean King, who turned in a 
really creditable game for his initial 
fling at the sock-em game. 

If penalty-yards were points, the 
machine-boys would have far out¬ 
stripped the pre-laws. The Engineers 
were socked for fifty five markers 
while the Lawyers drew fifteen. 

That block that Murphy threw on 
his team-mate was fairly cute, es¬ 
pecially to Mr. Lawyer, who was quite 
amused.
